We have created this directory as a way of encouraging information sharing, solidarity and network¬ 
ing between groups and individuals who are actively involved in the struggle against the oppressive 
and exploitative society we live in. Groups and individuals who are agitating for a society based on 
freedom, equality, co-operation, self organisation, and mutual aid.

C.I., HSG & ADS already mail out to lots of groups and individuals, sharing news, leaflets and 
information and also try to put people in contact with others in order to promote local agitation.

All we ask is that they agree 
with the view something along the lines of "Our aim is to promote solidarity, mutual aid and linking 
working class struggles.
